Judge Mullican said in 
the order that if the testimony were published it would 
be hard to get a jury for the trial, besides which the de- 
fendant probably could get a change of venue on the 
ground of prejudice and the county \\onld have to spend 
thousands of dollars on milleage. 


The writ was refused. When the case is tried tliu 


papers will print the proceedings.
